Hopes of having a commercial 
development

grounds of the San Rafael Military 
Academy suffered a temporary de­ 
feat last night. 
San Rafael planning commission 
voted to deny a petition to rezone 
the property for commercial uses 
after hearing arguments from sev­ 
eral nearby home owners. 
At the end of the public hearing, 
the commission decided a “need 
or public necessity for the rezon­ 
ing” had not been shown. 
Also, it pointed out the increased 
traffic on Fifth and Mission ave­ 
nues resulting from the business 
establishments which may appear 
on the property “would aggravate 
the traffic congestion now pre­ 
sent on the relatively narrow 
streets.” 
But the action of the group may 
be reversed by the city council 
which must also hold a public 
hearing on the petition for rezon­ 
ing. 


STATISTICS 
Frank Gaines, administrator for 
the Alpheus Stewart estate, point­ 
ed out the property has 327 feet 
fronting on Fifth avenue and 338 
feet on Mission avenue. The pro­ 
perty, now aoned for residential 
uses, has not been used as a pa­ 
rade-grounds by the academy for 
several years. 
Gaines also commented that 
some 50 residents of the city sign­ 
ed a petition in 1950 approving 
the rezoning. 
Support to the rezoning was 
given by Raymond Flood, a di­ 
rector of the academy, who said 
the school favored the action. 
A similar feeling was expressed 
by two persons who own property 
on Fifth avenue and thought the 
change was “in the best interests 
of the city.” They were: Frank 
Healion, owner of 90 feet of pro­ 
perty fronting on Fifth avenue, 
and Katherine Beers, owner of 80 
feet of land fronting on Fifth 
avenue.

However, opposition was voiced 
by D. E. Gold, assistant to the 
president of the Robert Dollar 
company, who said the Dollar fam­ 
ily felt the rezoning “was not in 
the best interests of the commu­ 
nity.”

Belvedere Can Still Buy 


Land, Reedport Says 


Marin City Rent 
Cases Hit Court 


Housing Authority of County of 
Marin yesterday filed suit in mu­ 
nicipal court against 34 tenants 
of Marin City for allegedly failing 
to pay rental feet. 


Belvedere citizens who watched 
with alarm the city’s abandon­ 
ment this week of a condemna­ 
tion suit for 25 acres of tideland 
property got some comfort today 
in the offer of Reedport Proper­ 
ties, Inc. to give an option on the 
land to persons spearheading a 
private fund-raising campaign to 
buy it. 
There still remained to be paid 
by the city the bill for court costs 
of both sides in the condemnation 
suit, which were rumored to be as 
high as '$15,000. 
But Francis Newton, speaking 
for the Reeport owners, said the 
firm had offered an option to 
buy the land to Dr. Robert Wat­ 
kins of Belvedere, leader of a pri­ 
vate subscription drive which had 
reached at last report, some $18,- 
000 of the $36,000 price the court 
set as value of the land under 
condemnation. 


HOW IT STARTED 
The city anticipated dropping 
the suit in its August council meet­ 
ing in the belief that its only 
means for raising the $36,000—a 
bond issue—would not pass. A 
private fund drive received the 
council’s unofficial sanction as the 
best means of buying the land, and 
the hope was that Reedport would 
accept something less than the 
city’s $36,000 obligation. 
Newton today indicated nego­ 
tiation was possible between Reed­ 
port and the Watkins group, and 
said the firm’s court costs, wtyich 
the city now must pay, will be de­ 
ducted from the $36,000 price. 


Harold H. Fulkerson, th^ firm’s 
attorney, said he would “guess” 
the fees at somewhere close to 
$7,500. 
A deadline of “the end of the 
year” was set by Newton as the 
time within which Reedport would 
want to know definitely that the 
Watkins interests would buy, with 
the price and time limit for pay­ 
ment conclusively set. 


ALL FOR CITY 
The Watkins group would, if it 
acquired the land, deed it to the 
city of Belvedere. It was under 
this condition that Harry Allen, 
owner of the Belvedere Land Co., 
agreed to give a 60-acre strip of 
his land which lies between the 
Reedport-owned 
land 
and 
the 
properties of private owners along 
the San Rafael avenue shoreline. 
Belvedere’s condemnation suit 
was based on the intention of 
developing an “aquatic park” on 
the Reedport land, but the ma­ 
jority of those donating to the 
Watkins fund are mostly inter­ 
ested in preserving the last open 
waterfront land the community 
has. Residents living on San Ra­ 
fael avenue, in the Hilarita sec­ 
tion, object to a Reedport type de­ 
velopment because it would close 
them off from their Richardson- 
bay frontage and damage their 
property values. (The Reedport 
plan was a harbor-and-home de­ 
velopment based on extensive fill 
reaching out into the tidelands).

Some Vehicles Must 
Keep To The Right 


“Only the far right will be all right!" 
One of the 133 vehicle code changes to be­ 
come effective on September 9 cites the truth 
of this statement to a considerable segment 
of California’s vehicle population, according 
to Commissioner B. R. Caldwell of the Cali- 
iornia Highway Patrol. 


"Beginning 
September 
9, 
any 
vehicle 
which is normally required to be driven at 
a reduced maximum speed because of weight, 
w ill also be required to opetate in the right 
hand lane of traffic or as close as practicable 
to the right edge or curb," Caldwell explains 
in a message to the public. 


Vehicles affected by this amendment in­ 
dude any motor truck and trailer, anv motor 
truck alone or truck tractor with a semi­ 
trailer when the gross w e i g h t is 25,000 
pounds or more, and,any vehicle with solid 
rubber or metal tires. 


Only exceptions to this provision will be 
to aliow these vehicles to leave the right 
hand iane when passing another vehicle pro­ 
ceeding in the same direction or when pre­ 
paring to make a left turn. 


"For several years there has been a law’ re­ 


quiring all traffic moving slower than the 


normal How to keep to the right," the Com­ 
missioner comments, "but this new section 
identifies certain types of vehicles which 
must always operate in the right hand lane 


after September 9. 


"Enforcement policies will be adjusted ac­ 
cordingly," he adds.

Air Force Must Be 


Saved From Attack 


THE WORST ENEMY 


We know that the president is 
considering the advice to make 
public more information about 
atomic weapons. Reading what 
is said on one side and the other 
I am struck with the fact that 
the men who knew all the se­ 
crets are not agreed on the vexed 
questions of public policy. 


YET THE GENERAL public 
can never be allowed to know, 
as a matter of fact, will never 
be allowed to know, so much as 
the quite considerable number of 
scientists, 
military 
men, 
and 
high officials who have access to 
all the information there is. 
In what sense, then, will a 
public with a little knowledge 
be capable of passing judgment 
on the critical military issues 
which have not yet been decided 
by those with all the knowledge? 
The practical conclusion which 
I draw from this is that the 
basic decisions must be made by 
the president and his advisers; 
if new information is to be pub­ 
lished, it will have to be evidence 
in support of the decisions which 
have already been reached. What 
is most certainly not needed, is 
not desirable, and can do noth­ 
ing but harm, would be a cam­ 
paign, purporting to be educa­ 
tional but in fact propaganda, 
designed to heat up and to ex­ 
cite the public. This is a matter 
which.cannot be dealt with by 
public debate. It is a matter for 
responsible leadership drawing 
its strength from the confidence 
of the nation. 


NOT KNOWING any of the 
secrets myself, I free feel to ven­ 
ture a guess as to why the really 
important secrets will not be 
published. From the point of 
view of those who have to make 
public policy, who have to de­ 
cide how much to spend and on 
what kind of planes, bombs, and 
other devices, the fundamental 
secrets of how 
to 
make 
the 
bombs are of 
no 
importance 
whatsoever. They are important 
only 
to 
another 
government 
which does not yet know how to 
make bombs or how to make 
them as we make them. 
But this top secret scientific 
and engineering information has 
no importance to anyone who 
must make decisions of policy. * 


WHEN THE PRESIDENT was 
the supreme commander in the 
war, he made the necessary de­ 
cisions for the use of all kinds 
of weapons. I doubt very much 
whether he knewf, or cared, how 
the bombs he used were made, 
or how a plane can be made to 
fly. He did know w’hat the bombs 
•nd the planes that were avail­ 
able could do when and as they 
were made. 
Now that, kind of information 
about atomic weapons can never 
be published in s form which 
would permit anyone, now ig­ 
norant of it, to make a responsi­ 
ble decision. Why do I say never? 
Because that kind of informa­ 
tion is not scientific information 
at all. It has nothing to do with 
nuclear physics or with engineer­ 
ing. It has to do with military 


intelligence and with the flexible 
strategy and tactics based on 
that intelligence. 


THE KIND OF secret infor­ 
mation which is necessary to a 
practical decision of public poli­ 
cy calls for knowledge, for esti­ 
mates, 
for 
informed 
guesses, 
about the adversary's capacity 
and about our capacity to de­ 
liver bombs on the targets each 
will, or might, select. This is not 
a stable set of facts, which once 
it is known 
correctly remains 
correct. Information of this kind, 
dealing with the 
varying 
and 
variable 
relations 
of 
targets, 
routes, bases, planes, bombs and 
other missiles, can never be pub­ 
lished. For once published, the 
adversary can 
take 
measures 
which may convert into false in­ 
formation what may — before he 
knew it — have been true in­ 
formation. Or, if it is false in­ 
formation, it enables him to take 
advantage of what he will then 
know to be faulty intelligence 
work. 


Is there, we are bound to ask, 
any firm ground amidst all this 
secrecy 
and 
complexity 
upon 
which a public policy can be 
based? On the immediate prac­ 
tical question of “defense” snd 
“offense,” now 
being 
debated, 
there is. I believe, a firm ground 
of principle If w*e assume that 
both the USSR and the USA 
will fairly soon be capable of a 
devastating 
atomic 
offensive, 
what is the best defense? 


IS IT TO CONSTRUCT, paral­ 
lel with the strategic air force, 
another great military establish­ 
ment dedicated to a passive de­ 
fense against the Soviet strate­ 
gic air force? That might seem 
like the necessary and the right 
thing to do except that the cost 
is so high and the prospect of 
a really adequate 
passive 
de­ 
fense so poor. 


The other conception of de­ 
fense is to concentrate the mon­ 
ey, the efforts, and the weapons 
available for passive defense on 
protecting the strategic air force 
itself — first its forces in being 
and then its source of supply. 
On this view% if the adversary 
cannot knock out the strategic 
air force, he will never dare to 
attack the industrial cities. The 
target of an atomic Pearl Har­ 
bor would have to be, not Detroit. 
New York or Washington, but 
the strategic air force itself. To 
attack the cities while the air 
force was capable of striking 
would be military lunacy.

MARIN CITY ISN'T FREE, BUT 
AGENCY WANTS TO MAKE SURE 


A “friendly law suit” has been filed against the county 
of Marin to determine whether It is making a “gift” of Marin 
City to certain buyers. 
The suit was filed by the Housing Authority of County 
of Marin asking the court to clarify its agreement with the 
county board of supervisors concerning the redevelopment of 
Marin City. 
It points out the agreement permits the Housing Author­ 
ity to sell the land at the price it was purchased from the 
Federal Government. Furthermore, the agreement directs the 
project to be redeveloped into a community of low coat housing 
by private contractors. Finally, it states, the new homes are 
to be sold at the cost of construction plus a reasonable profit. 
But, the Housing Authority continues, it has since learned 
the agreement might be construed as a “gift of public lands” 
and should be clarified by the superior court. 
District Attorney William O. Weissich brought up the 
„ question of “gift of public lands” because, in his opinion, the 
homes would be sold to a special group of purchasers below 
the market value price. 
Guy Ciocca, attorney for the Housing Authority, said the 
agreement was sent to Washington, D.C., before the June 30 
deadline and now is awaiting action by the Federal Govern­ 
ment.

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Charter Plan Could Change 
Supervisorial Districts 


A charter form of goverment 
for Marin could mean a change In 
supervisorial districts, 
C o u n t y 
Clerk George Jones said today 
while reviewing voting precincts. 
Jones noted the voting records 
show 82 precincts for the Ross 
Valley district and only seven for 
the west Marin area. 
Deputies in his office have been 
working on the county’s election 
procedure recently and have in­ 
creased the total number of pre­ 
cincts from 211 to 238 “in expecta­ 
tion of a larger number of voters 
next year.” 
Largest increase was in the Ross 
Valley district where nine new 
precincts will be added for a total 
of 82. The southern Marin dis­ 
trict will jump from 69 to 75. 
Without taking a stand on the 
charter question, Jones said the 
citizens’ 
committee 
doing 
the 
ground work for the possible re­ 
vision may consider increasing the 
number of supervisorial districts. 
The five districts now in Marin 
were contained as provisions of 
the general law under which the 
county functions. 
’The committee could revise the 
districts on a basis of population, 
or assessed value in the area, or 
both,” the county clerk said. 
Or they may even decide to 
have the supervisors elected at 


large so they wouldn’t represent 
txiy one area,” he added. 
On the basis of last year’s as­ 
sessed values and Jones’ estimates 
of population, he cited figures for 
each district. They were: 
District One—George Whiteley, 
$24,872,674 assessed value; 27,320 
population; 
increase 
of 
voting 
precincts from 48 to 52. 
District Two—William Fussel- 
man, $28,825,512 assessed value; 
42,468 population; increase in vot­ 
ing precincts from 73 to 82.

40,747 population; increase in vot­ 
ing precincts from 69 to 75. 
District 
Four—James 
Kehoe,

$12,218,611 assessed value; 10,770 
population; 
voting precincts to 
increase from 14 to 22. 
Jones said he had not exper­ 
ienced any increase in the roll of 
voters but would start a registra­ 
tion drive early next year “and 
I expect an increase.” 
He added he is now taking ap­ 
plications for precinct workers who* 
receive $17.50 a day for inspectors 
and $15 daily for clerks. Applicants 
must be an elector, Jones said. 
The clerk said he saw no immed-

Do you have a little one going 
off to school for the first time this 
month? Then you might clip this 
column. Keep it and follow the 
advice given. It’s extremely im­ 
portant for your youngster to 
make a good start in school. He 
needs your help. 
Clothes. Pay attention to the 
clothes he wears. Get clothes for 
him which are as nearly as pos­ 
sible like the clothes the other 
kids will be wearing. Not better, 
not worse. The poor kid who is 
dressed differently suffers agony 
Remember your own experience? 
Enrollment: Take your little one 
to school ahead of time. Get the 
enrollment red tape cleared up be­ 
fore school starts. Then you can 
be sure there will be a place for 
him, and a teacher who expects 
him. It is terrifying to get shunted 
from room to room when every­ 
thing is new and strange. 
Support: Go to school with him 
the first day, and give him tl|e 
support of your presence. Go as 
many days thereafter as you »re 
needed. Your teacher may disagree 
with this. She may tell you to 
park your child and run. Don’t 
do it! Don’t make him feel de­ 
serted. Stay in the room. Avoid in­ 
terfering with what the teacher cr 
the kids are doing. Just give Jun­ 
ior your moral support. Leave 
when he feels safe enough to have 
you go. Some little ones tell their 
mamas to leave after the first few 
minutes the first day. Others need 
their mothers around for many 
days. Be prepared to be patient.

But from general principles and 
allied 
research, 
experts 
offered 
some heat wave tips. 
H eat saps energy, makes you 
tired. But fatigue is more than 
just a physical condition, said Dr. 
Paul Torrance, who directs some 
psychological research a t Stead 
Air Force Base, near Reno, site 
of the Strategic Air Com mand’s 
advanced survival school. There 
airm en are trained to survive under 
\aried conditions of heat, cold and 
other conditions. 


WHAT YOU THINK 
M ental attitude is im portant, he 
said. If you think you are nearly 
exhausted, 
you 
may 
refuse 
to 
move and help yourself. At the 
other extreme, in actual war ex­ 
perience, some men ignore pain or 
weather and keep going until ac­ 
tually exhausted. 
A sense of humor and coopera­ 
tive spirit saved airm en forced 
down in Korea or in Africa in 
World W ar II, he said. Groups of 
men survived better when they 
had a goal, a plan of action to 
escape the enemy. 
So in a heat wave, said Dr. T or­ 
rance, it probably would help a 
family to "think of something 
th at's fun to do, and not just sit 
still and sweat.” 
Hum ans are very 
suggestible. 
Dr. Torrance added. You can feel 
worse upon discovering the tem ­ 
perature la 96 when you thought 
it was m uch less. And maybe we 
hum ans take a perverse kind of 
"I-can-take-it” pride in reading 
th at the heat set a record today 
or yesterday.

Sailing Society 


Clears Decks To 


Acquire Access 


Directors of the Belvedere Sail­ 
ing Society took action Tuesday 
night to clear the decks for acquir­ 
ing a permanent and pseudo-pub­ 
lic access to the lagoon waters of 
Belvedere. 


Commodore E. O. (Ned) Weed 
was authorized to write the Belve­ 
dere Land Co., developers of la­ 
goon properties, to say that the 
society wants to acquire a perman­ 
ent location on the lagoon and 
request the land company to notify 
the society “the moment they feel 
the time has arrived to consider a 
section by the city dump.** 


PUBLIC MEETING 
At a public meeting Aug. 11, held 
to discuss acquisition of a semi­ 
public swatch of lagoon frontage, 
Howard Allen, a land company 
representative, said the firm would 
be glad to “dedicate” some land to 
the project and designated the 
dump area as the most feasible. 
The society Tuesday passed a 
second resolution saying it would 
contribute, when asked by the L a­ 
goon Property Owners Association, 
a reasonable sum of money to­ 
ward maintenance of the lagoon. 
The property owners will take over 
maintenance costs upon sale of 
about 60 per cent of the lagoon 
frontage; 
at 
present the land 
company foots the bill. 


Lagoon home owners agreed last 
month they would be willing to 
share 
their waterfrontage 
with 
sailing society members provided 
the society helped share in up­ 
keep. 


DATE NOT DISCUSSED 
Ju st when the sailing society 
would buy its permanent location 
was not discussed, but Allen had 
indicated it would be from “three 
to six years” before the dump area 
w’ould be sold and hence would be 
available until then. 


One of the principal protests by 
lagoon residents to establishment 
of a public access—to be supervised 
by the sailing society—was that 
“public” might mean “just any­ 
body and possibly everybody.” 
Society directors made clear they 
meant “public” to citizens of Belve­ 
dere only by amending their by­ 
laws to say only persons residing 
within the city limits would be 
eligible for membership.

stipulation was 
that members should live within 
five miles of the city—which open­ 
ed the door to Tiburoners and the 
entire peninsula.
